Beer of which rivers are navigable 50 or 60 
miles for ſhips of 300 tons, and much fur- 
ther for ſmall. craft. There are, on the ſea coaſt 
from Falmouth to Paſſamaquodie; which is about 
70 leagues, more than twenty harbours: many of 
them are very large, with deep water, and good bot- 
tom, and are not incommoded with ice in the win- 
ter ſeaſon, viz. Falmouth, Sheepſcut, Townſend, 
George-Iſlands, Penobſcot, Algemogin, Baſs, Cran- 
bury Iſland, Frenchman's Bay, Gooldſborough, Ma- 
chias, Narraguagus, and Eaſt Paſſamaquodie. In 
each of theſe harbours ſhips. of the largeſt ſize may 
ride in ſafety, in the moſt violent winds.—In the 
harbour of Majabigwaduce i is a large ſandy beach; 
the tide flows from 15 to 18 feet; and a dock- 
yard may be erected thefe, at a ſmall expence, for 


the collection of maſts, lumber, &c. and to heave 


down the largeſt men of war. Near the entrance 
of the harbour, is good fiſhing ground, where 
cod, ſhell, and ſeveral other kinds of fiſh are 


taken in plenty.

To this New Country the Loyalifts reſort with 
their families, (laſt lummer, particularly, a great 
number of families were preparing to remove 
thither) from the New-England Provinces, and 
find an aſylum from the tyranny of Congreſs,
